BOY SCOUT COMMEMORATIVE STATION SCHEDULED FOR OCTOBER 


The 75th Diamond Jubilee anniversary of the Boy Scouts of 
America will be celebrated in the Los Angeles area by a 
Camp-0-Rama sponsored by the Los Angeles Area Council of 
the Boy Scouts of America. Second largest with 75,000 
scouts, the Council is preparing for a massive three-day, 
two-night campout October 25 through 27, 1985 on the 
campus of California State University at Dominguez Hills. 
The site is adjacent to the Velodrome constructed for the 
XXIII Olympiad last summer. 
Commemorative amateur radio station N6BSA will be a 
significant part of this massive campout of 14,000 scouts 
and 35,000 daytime visitors.

He is working on a solution to eliminate 
the QRM at our location, A list of feature articles in 
the recent issues of ham magazines was sent by our 
Librarian, George Lee. Dale Jensen is preparing a 
presentation to RW Security. on the Emergency 
Communications Group. John Keller, recovering from his 
knee operation, called our attention to the approaching 
Sept 12, 13 and 28 dates for communicating with VE3CBG at 
Thompson Products Div, TRW Canada Ltd. The minutes of 
the Last EBM were accepted as printed in the Crosstalk.

Has your signal ever faded out during a QSO while 
mobiling? Most likely, the problem was the the NiCad 
battery had drained below the operating voltage of your 
HT. If your HT, like the new Icom "0" series, has ~ 
receptacle for external DC input, perhaps you could 

up the following few parts and use your car batter, 
saving the NiCad for later use. If you can find a 7810, 
a 10V¥ regulator, you dont even need the resistive 


network! The case of the 317T should be on a heat sink 
and must be isolated from ground. The same goes for the 
7810. 


(ed. Be sure your regulator circuit does not exceed the 
maximum DC input voltage as specified by the 
manufacturer. The new Icom HT's will run directly off of 
the auto electrical system, For those HT's without a DC 
input plug you can install the electronics in a battery 
pack designed for use with replaceable manganese 
batteries. Most "3 terminal" regulators require 2.0 
volts of “headroom" in order to regulate, that is, if the 
input voltage on a 10 V regulator drops below 12 V the 
output voltage will drop an equal amount .)
